ANNUAL  REPORT 
1983-84 


This  year  1983-84  has  been  one  in  which  the  Faculty,  in 

preparation  for  a  decanal  search,  underwent  Provostial  Review,  the 
most  recent  in  a  series  of  reviews.  Furthermore,  for  periodic  appraisal 
required  by  the  Ontario  Council  on  Graduate  Studies,  the  Graduate 
Department  of  Nursing  prepared  the  comprehensive  departmental  dossier 
consisting  of  details  about  the  graduate  programme,  faculty  and 

resources.  Despite  the  prolonged  and  extensive  review  activities  the 
Faculty  has  maintained  high  standards  of  excellence  and  productivity, 
highlighted  in  the  following  report. 

In  1983-84  the  degree,  B.Sc.N.,  was  awarded  to  113  persons 

(close  to  the  all-time  high  of  115  reached  in  1980).  Nine  persons 

achieved  honours  standing  and  thus  were  added  to  the  Dean's  Honours 
List,  as  follows:

Those  who  earned  M.Sc.N.  degrees  totalled  13  in  1983-84  bringing  to 
134  the  total  of  M.Sc.N.  graduates  since  the  inception  of  the  Programme 
in  1970.  A  recently  completed  survey  of  graduates  of  the  first  10  years 
of  this  Programme  reported  them  to  be  contributing  in  important  leader¬ 
ship  positions  across  the  country. 

Enrolment  in  the  Faculty  totalled  506  full-  and  part-time 
students  (440  undergraduate  and  66  graduate).  In  addition  a  total  of 
939  nurses  enrolled  in  courses  in  the  Continuing  Education  Programme. 
As  well,  as  noted  below,  the  Graduate  Department  collaborates  with 
the  Institute  of  Medical  Science  in  providing  doctoral  study  for  nurses 
and  1983-84  saw  five  students  enrolled  and  the  first  two  candidates 
under  this  arrangement  receive  the  degree  Ph.D.:  Professor  Ellen  Hodnett 
and  Professor  Hilary  Llewel lyn-Thomas . 

As  the  means  to  developing  knowledge  for  nursing  practice, 
research  continues  to  be  a  major  emphasis  in  the  Faculty.  Peer  Reviewed 
funded  research  of  Faculty,  totalling  $357,749  (compared  with  $234,700 
in  1982-83),  is  listed  in  Appendix  I.  Publications  by  Faculty  members 
of  the  results  of  their  research  are  shown  in  Appendix  II  and  their 
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contributions  to  local,  national  and  international  audiences  in  Appendix 
III.  Review  of  these  activities  shows  that  there  is  important  Faculty 
effort  in  examining  various  aspects  of  coping  with  and  adapting  to 
health-related  situations.  Also,  important  work  is  being  done  on 
questions  of  persons'  perceptions  of  health  and  illness,  the  relation¬ 
ships  between  values  and  health  status,  chronicity,  the  health  practices 
of  various  cultures  and  longitudinal  study  of  prematurely  born  infants. 
These  studies  are  reflective  of  the  research  themes  to  which  the  Faculty 
has  identified  its  commitment.  Results  of  this  research  will  contribute 
to  the  building  of  knowledge  required  for  nursing  practice. 


The  Faculty  continues  to  use  a  variety  of  means  to  disseminate 
research  findings  and  to  stimulate  research  interest.  These  means 
include  the  Sunnybrook-University  of  Toronto  Nursing  Project,  the 
Nursing  Research  Interest  Group  and  the  annual  Research  Day.  The  latter 
event  has  expanded  to  an  extent  that  the  Faculty  building  can  no  longer 
accommodate  it  and  Research  '84,  with  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Health, was  held  at  the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies 
in  Education.  In  1985  the  annual  Research  Day  will  give  way  to  the 
10th  National  Nursing  Research  Conference  to  be  hosted  by  the  Faculty. 
Not  only  will  this  event  mark  the  tenth  such  conference,  but  it  will 
also  be  one  of  many  events  on  campus  to  mark  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  admission  of  women  to  the  University  of  Toronto. 


Although  not  listed  in  detail,  the  creative  contributions  to 
clinical  practice  and  to  the  profession  by  Faculty  members,  including 
Clinical  Associates,  have  been  extensive  and  impressive.  Faculty  members 
provided  consultation  regarding  a  wide  range  of  research  and  profession¬ 
al  matters  locally,  nationally  and  internationally.  Among  Faculty 
members  who  received  awards  or  honours  in  1983-84  were  Dr.  Margaret 
Cahoon,  Dr.  Florence  Emory  and  Dr.  Rebecca  Hagey.  Dr.  Cahoon  was  the 
recipient  of  a  Life  Membership  by  the  Ontario  Public  Health  Association 
in  recognition  of  her  service  to  that  Association  and  to  public  health 
in  Ontario.  Dr.  Emory  was  honoured  by  the  Canadian  Nurses  Association 
as  a  recipient  of  the  Jeanne-Mance  Award,  the  highest  honour  that  the 
Association  can  bestow,  in  recognition  of  her  lifelong  outstanding 
contribution  to  nursing.  Dr.  Hagey  received  the  Praxis  Award  presented 
by  the  Washington  Association  of  Professional  Anthropologists  for  her 
work  in  the  Native  Diabetes  Program  as  a  concrete  example  of  the 
successful  application  of  anthropological  knowledge  to  "real  world" 
problem  solving.  We  congratulate  these  worthy  recipients. 


In  addition  to  the  Faculty's  contribution  to  international 
conferences  as  noted  in  Appendix  III,  we  welcomed  in  1983-84  a  number 
of  visitors  from  other  countries:  Brazil,  Malawi,  New  Zealand,  Nigeria, 
Pakistan,  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  World  Health  Organization.  Each 
had  specific  requests  for  consultation  and  particular  interests  in 
the  work  of  the  Faculty;  each  left  a  particular  mark  and  stimulus. 
Such  interchange  is  rewarding. 

The  Faculty  values  highly  the  contribution  which  its  Alumni 
continues  to  make  to  student  welfare  through  its  scholarships/bursaries, 
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employment  of  summer  student  research  assistants  and  through  its  support 
of  the  publication  of  the  Faculty's  Monograph  Series.  Recognition  of 
the  importance  of  these  activities  and  of  the  current  climate  of 
restraint  on  resources  available  to  Ontario  universities  has  led  the 
Nursing  Alumni  to  increase  by  50%  its  1984  target  for  donations;  this 
can  be  achieved  by  doubling  the  rate  of  Alumni  donor  participation 
from  15%,  to  30%,  of  the  potential  alumni  numbering  some  6,000  graduates. 

The  achievements  highlighted  above  reflect  the  work  of  a  group 
of  able  and  committed  academic  and  support  staff  to  whom  must  go  a 
full  measure  of  credit.  As  this  academic  year  closes,  the  report  of 
the  current  review  and  the  resulting  responses  are  anticipated  in  order 
that  the  plans  for  building  on  past  accomplishments,  and  maintaining 
excellence  in  future  years  may  be  pursued  with  confidence.  At  the  same 
time  The  Commission  on  the  Future  Development  of  the  Universities  of 
Ontario  (Bovey  Commission)  is  deliberating  on  broad  and  fundamental 
issues  critical  for  universities  including  accessibility  to  professional 
programmes.  The  Commission's  report  will  likely  have  far-reaching 
effects  as  the  Ontario  University  system  continues  to  seek  ways  of 
dealing  with  complex  issues. 

In  the  sections  which  follow  are  presented  further  detail  about 
the  Programmes  in  the  Faculty.  Particular  credit  goes  to  those  who 
provide  academic  leadership:  Professor  Anna  Jean  Rouse,  Chairman  of 
the  Undergraduate  Programme,  Professor  Nora  Parker,  Chairman  of  the 
Graduate  Department,  Professor  Hattie  Shea,  Director,  Continuing 
Education  Programme  for  Nurses  and  Professor  Kathleen  Arpin,  Clinical 
Co-ordinator . 


Undergraduate  Programme 

Enro lment

The  overall  attrition  rate  was  7.3%  compared  to  3.5%  in  1982-83. 
This  increase  in  attrition  is  accounted  for  by  a  high  attrition  from 
Year  I.  A  total  of  13  students  or  16.6%  withdrew  or  transferred  or 
failed  to  achieve  standing  for  the  year.  Six  students  indicated  that 
they  had  selected  the  wrong  programme,  2  reported  family  or  personal 
problems,  1  withdrew  for  health  reasons,  1  transferred  to  another 
baccalaureate  nursing  programme  and  1  withdrew  because  of  limited 
proficiency  in  English.  Two  students  failed  Year  I  resulting  in  cancel¬ 
lation  of  registration. 

Enrolment  in  part-time  study  in  December  1983  was  46  compared 
to  44  in  December  1982.  Four  students,  8.6%,  withdrew  from  the  part- 
time  programme.  Five  students  transferred  to  full-time  study,  1  to 
Year  I  and  4  to  Year  III. 


hundred  and  eighty-one  students  were  enrolled  in  full-time 
study  on  November  1,  1983.  At  the  end  of  June  1984,  113 
graduated  and  243  were  eligible  to  proceed  to  the  next 
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Continued  effort  by  members  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Admissions 
to  attract  graduates  of  diploma  nursing  programmes  has  produced  little 
change  in  the  numbers  of  these  applicants.  Twenty-three  applications 
have  been  received  for  the  1984-85  academic  session  for  full-time  or 
part-time  study  compared  with  27  applications  for  part-time  study 
received  in  the  1983-84  admission  period.  A  fundamental  problem  lies 
with  eligibility  of  candidates:  of  52  candidates  interviewed  during 
1983-84,  28  or  53.87o  were  not  eligible  to  apply  for  admission  because 
they  lacked  the  Grade  13  requirement  for  admission  or  had  low  academic 
standing  in  Grade  13  English  and  Chemistry. 

With  the  initiation  in  1978  of  the  unified  Undergraduate 
Programme,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  gradual  phasing  out  of  the 
Degree  Course  for  Graduates  of  Diploma  Schools  of  Nursing.  Thus  June 
1984  saw  the  discontinuation  of  this  Course  with  the  graduation  of 
six  students  who  had  entered  the  programme  in  part-time  study  in  1977. 

Test  of  English  Proficiency 

As  in  past  years,  students  admitted  to  the  Undergraduate 
Programme  wrote  an  English  Proficiency  test.  Sixty-five  students  wrote 
the  test  in  September  1983.  Once  again,  the  results  of  the  test  showed 
a  high  percentage  of  students  receiving  a  marginal  pass  in  spite  of 
their  high  academic  standing  in  secondary  school:  8470  was  the  average 
Grade  13  mark  of  students  entering  the  Undergraduate  Programme  in  1983. 
The  results  of  the  test  for  1983  compared  with  previous  years  are  shown 
in  Table  1.  All  students  who  failed  the  test  or  attained  a  marginal 
pass  received  counselling  and  information  about  resources  on  the  campus 
for  improving  oral  and  written  proficiency  in  English.

Curriculum 


Plans  were  completed,  to  be  implemented  in  September  1984,  for 
the  Anatomy  course  of  Year  I  to  be  combined  for  Nursing  and  Physical 
Health  and  Education  and  Pharmacy  students  and  for  the  Physiology 
courses  of  Year  II  to  be  combined  for  the  Nursing  and  Physical  Health 
and  Education  students.  Laboratory  classes  for  these  two  courses  will 
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be  given  separately  to  provide  for  the  different  requirements  of  the 
three  disciplines.  This  change  follows  the  combining  of  the  Nutrition 
course  with  Arts  and  Science  students  in  September  1983. 

A  number  of  recommended  changes  were  approved  by  the  Faculty 
Council  and  the  Committee  on  Curriculum  and  Standards  of  the  University. 
These  changes  include  revisions  in  policies  related  to  access  to 
previous  examination  papers,  review  of  final  examination  papers,  re¬ 
reading  of  examination  papers  and  the  designation  of  Honours  standing 
on  diplomas.  Also  approved  was  the  withdrawal  of  the  option  for  eligible 
students  to  write  the  examination  for  advanced  standing  in  NUR205F. 

Commencing  in  1984  a  revised  Faculty  transcript  will  be 
instituted  to  provide  more  information  than  is  recorded  on  the  current 
transcript.  Added  information  will  include  the  weighted  average  received 
for  the  year  of  study,  the  number  of  courses  taken  for  credit,  and 
number  of  courses  passed,  course  enrolments  and  average  grades  and 
the  academic  status  of  the  student. 

The  Sub-committee  of  Curriculum  continued  its  work  on  revision 
of  the  Expectations  for  the  Student  and  the  review  of  all  courses  for 
relevance,  relatedness  and  continuity.  No  major  changes  have  been 
recommended  for  the  design  of  the  curriculum  . 

The  Special  Summer  Programme 

High  attrition  in  Year  I  in  1983-84  (16.6%)  made  it  possible 
to  offer  in  the  summer  of  1984  the  Special  Summer  Programme,  thus 
enabling  candidates  with  prior  university  study  to  enter  Year  II  of 
the  undergraduate  programme.  Eighteen  students  enrolled  in  this  10-week 
programme  in  June  1984,  two  on  Letter  of  Permission  from  Queen's 
University  and  two  from  Laurentian  University. 

Summer  Undergraduate  Research  Assistant  Programme 

The  summer  of  1984  marked  the  sixth  year  that  undergraduate 
students  have  been  awarded  fellowships  under  the  Summer  Undergraduate 
Research  Assistant  Programme  of  the  Life  Sciences  Committee  of  the 
Research  Board,  University  of  Toronto.  Since  1979,  when  the  programme 
was  initiated,  28  students  have  received  the  fellowship  and  18  faculty 
members  have  participated  in  the  programme.  The  involvement  of  under¬ 
graduate  students  in  Faculty  research  has  been  a  productive  and 
interesting  activity  each  summer. 

Ontario  Work-Study  Plan 


Two  work-study  positions  for  undergraduate  students  were  awarded 
to  the  Faculty  under  the  Ontario  Work-Study  Plan.  This  project,  funded 
jointly  by  the  University  of  Toronto  and  the  Ministry  of  Colleges  and 
Universities,  provides  assistance  to  students  to  meet  their  educational 
costs  through  part-time  employment  during  the  school  year.  It  was 
unfortunate  that  only  one  of  the  two  positions  was  filled  as  the 
reported  benefits  to  faculty  through  the  student's  activities  were 
considerable.  The  student  indicated  that  she  had  found  the  experience 
interesting  and  enriching.

To  date,  47  applicants  have  been  offered  admission  for  1984-85. 
Of  these,  34  have  indicated  that  they  plan  to  register,  bringing  the 
expected  enrolment  for  next  year  to  90.  Because  of  concern  regarding 
clinical  placements  and  thesis  supervision,  graduate  faculty,  at  the 
June  meeting,  approved  a  motion  placing  a  ceiling  on  numbers  admitted 
to  each  specialty  area.  The  Applications  Committee  will  develop  and 
report  on  a  plan  for  operationalizing  the  approved  motion. 

In  1983-84,  23  graduate  students  received  awards  totalling 

$117,800,  compared  with  19  for  $66,000  in  1982-83.  The  source  of  these 
awards  is  shown  in  Table  3.

Doctoral  Studies 

The  arrangement  with  the  Institute  of  Medical  Science  continues 
to  provide  a  means  for  nurses  to  pursue  a  Ph.D.  degree  and  in  doing  so, 
to  engage  in  research  which  is  highly  clinically  oriented.  Dr.  Ellen 
Hodnett  and  Dr.  Hilary  Llewe 1 lyn-Thomas  completed  requirements  and  were 
awarded  the  Ph.D.  degree  at  the  November,  1983  convocation.  Five  nurses 
are  presently  enrolled  in  the  Institute  and  two  others  will  begin 
doctoral  studies  in  September,  1984. 

The  fourth  Department  of  Nursing-Institute  of  Medical  Science 
Scientific  Program  was  held  on  February  21,  1984.  The  program,  which 

features  presentations  by  graduate  students  and  faculty  from  both 
Nursing  and  the  Institute,  was  well  attended.  An  award  from  the  Graduate 
Student/Faculty  Relations  Fund  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
provided  refreshments  for  a  social  hour  following  the  Scientific 
Program.  The  social  hour  provides  an  opportunity  for  informal  discussion 
between  participants  and  audience.

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Continuing  Education  Programme  for  Nurses 

The  Continuing  Education  Programme  offered  43  courses  this 
year  (see  Appendix  IV);  II  of  these  were  cancelled  due  to  insufficient 
enrolment.  Although  it  is  not  clear  why  enrolment  was  low  for  these 
courses  the  influx  of  American  sponsored  continuing  education  programmes 
is  a  possible  cause. 

In  spite  of  the  above  cancelled  courses,  939  nurses  were 
enrolled  in  the  programme  compared  to  901  in  1982-83.  Of  the  nurses 
enrolled  64%  (54%  in  1982-83)  had  university  preparation.  It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  16%  of  the  nurses  enrolled  had  master's  degrees 
compared  to  6%  the  previous  year. 


Two  programmes  were  offered  in  collaboration  with  other 
organizations  or  institutions:  "Nursing  Theories  in  Practice"  with 
the  Registered  Nurses  Association  of  Ontario  -(RNAO)  and  "The  Future 
of  Nursing"  with  the  RNAO  and  Ryerson  Polytechnical  Institute  in 
conjunction  with  the  Canadian  Association  of  University  Schools  of 
Nursing  spring  Council  meeting.  Both  these  programmes  were  well  received 
and  well  attended. 

The  final  phase  of  the  Parents  at  Risk  project  was  completed 
and  a  final  report  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Community  and  Social 
Services .
